ed the financial statement of the 
Charge for the year 1942 

During the evening the mortgage 
was burned = The loan was taken 
out in 1928, and should have been 
paid by 1933, hut difficult times 
tollowed during those years, and it 
was not until 1936 that any payment 
was made, The Home Mission Board 
forgave the interest, and during the 
last three years and a half, $1000 00 
has been paid off, $400 00 of it in 
1942, Of the original signatories 
on the Note, only Dr, J. L. Clarke 
and Mr. Wm McCoy remaio in the 
community, While Dr. Clarke and 
Mr, McCoy held the note, Mes, 
McCoy, who has been untiring in 
her efforts in leading the task of 
paying the debt, lit the match and 
set fire to it, The congregation 
sang the Doxology with real feeling, 
A fitting conclusion to this act was 
a solo by Miss Dora Fawcett, ‘‘Bless 
this House” 

In his report, the Minister called 
attention to the many losses in 
personel which the church has suf- 
fered during the year, The death 
of Mr. Norman S Clarke had re- 
moved a staunch friend, Removals 
from the community affecting the 
church included, Mrs, L, Chamber- 
lio, Mee. J, Hislop, Mr. Ross Ford, 
Mrs, Steele and Mixs Mary Mosley, 
and Mrs, Cliff Mortimer, Special 
mention was made of Mr, and Mrs 
Jack Boorman and family, who for 
many years have been active in all 
the life of the church, and have now 
moved to Wetaskiwin,

COMMERCIAL LOANS 


Commereial Loans in Canada ex- 
panded during the year $13,865,555, 
and are now $255,148 401 Included 
in this amount are temporary loans 
of $42,971,183 to assist purchasers of 
Victory Bond As there was but a 
small total of such loans current at 
the end of the previous year, it will 
be seen that ordinary commercial 
louns are considerably lower as com 
pared with a year ago, Considering 
the tremendous expansion in business 
activity throughout Canada, the sit 
uation anomalous, but the explana 
tion is that the expansion is largely 
in connection with war work This 
i either financed directly by the 
Government, or, because of prompt 
settlement for monthly or fortnightly 
accounts, the manufacturer is able to 
finance without any, or at any rate 
with very moderate issistance, There 
has never been a period in the history 
of this bank and I may say a similar 
ituation applies to the other bank 
When the ratio of commercial loan 
to deposits has been so low The out 
look in this respect is not encourapg 
ing, a unfortunately the tendency 
eom to be tor the Government to 
extend its policy of directly financing

Then you 
tear out the last sheet of this little 
tlue book, fill out the application 
form on the reverse side, and send 
it back to the District Recruiting 
Officer. The D.R.O atudies it, 
pacses it to his CWAC recruiting 
oflicer, and if you have the necessary 
qualifications they'll eend you a 
transportation warrant, 

After your medical examination, 
you’rein, orout If you'rein. you're 
practically away in acloud of train 
emoke to Vermilion, for a four week 
basic training couree whieh makes 
you a souldier 

After that one of several things 
might happen. Ycu may go to Ste 
Anne de Bellevue, near Montreal, 
to tuke a course in trades training.
